The royal theatres of Berlin have 
been < lA.^e,i imil are helnu ».'<ed am- 
bulance Ktalioiiji, .s.iys a. dl•^patch ^ellt 
to the London, Djiiiy Tele*;raph from 
Copenhagen oii^Dec. 30th, 1814. 

"There is ai curtouV and significant 
st"r\ (.says the Telegraph) connected 
with Ine manner in which the theatres 
were closed. In the first months of 
the war, all places of entertainment 
in Berlin remained open. The civil 
and military functionaries even had 
definite orders to show themselves so j 
many times a week In the most fam- 
ous theatres ot Berlin. 

"As the moiilhs went on, the tale ot 
de.Tfhs lengthened, and the Berlin po- 
pulation hetian to douln the veracity 
of the bulletins of victory. 

"The Kaiser returned to the capital 
between two flying visits to the fronts. 

He made it a point of appe.irinc in 
the royal box nf the Opera ll wiis to 
be a gala night of triumph and Jubi- 
lation. The great building was bright 
with uniforms and Jewels, but hardly 
had lho.orche8îr».s*nicU up the over- 
ture of "Lohpngflii,," when n wave al- 
most of hysteria swept the huHdmg. 

"When the curtain rose on the first 
scene, and the monarch appeared with 
his brilliant escort, there broke out a 
storm of tears and the terrible laug<h- 



ter of hysteria. The house was in 
disorder Many women fainted and ' 
til'- 1» riornnuice had to be brought tu ^ 
a sudden close. 

"Hastily the Emperor and bis suite | 
left the royal box. A very similar ; 
scene took [ilaci- at th'- Scliau.-iiiiel- ' 
haus. .\eM day the roy.il theatres 
weri- clo^ied and the Kai.ser left the 
capital for the front once more." [

"At a hundred metres we opened a 
destructive fire w'.ilch mowed down 
hundreds, but in spHo of that, the 
others advanced, sprinting forward 
like caU and surmounting obsticies 
with une:(anipl«d agility. In no time 
they were In OUT trvndhM, and truly 
these brown enemies were not to be 
deispised. 

"With butt -ends, ba.'>'onets, invords 
and daggfirs we fought each other, 
and we had tdtter hard work which, 
however, was llght.MSd by reinforce- 
ments which arrived quickly, before 
we dnno the fellowa out of the 
trenchns."
